The HatiYe Question 

IN SOUTH ftrRIGfl 

A Stirring Appeal by Gommisgionsr 
Railton. 

What eon be done for the native races 
of South Africa, if the present insane, 
nigger-butting policy toward them is 
continued ? The native popula- 

tion of Natal is said to be 
rapidly increasing, and there is 
every probability that with' the 
Sow of prosperity likely to follow the 
war, that increase will he even more 
rapid. But few of the natives learn 
English, and they must, therefore, be 
dealt with in their own language ; but 
Zulu is said to be pretty easy to learn. 

So great is the love for music thnt 
a large crowd of natives is sure to sur- 
round any u^tii-aii" i»keetiiib, ;f eves 
they cannot uudersinud a word, sung 
or spoken. There cannot ,then, be any 
difficulty in getting Lhtm- to listen to 
the Gospel, and 1 have seen a number of 
them kneel in the street to seek mercy. 
From amongst such converts the Arm,, 
has already raised forces large enough 
to hold just such meetings in the cities. 
So long ns the "cattle policy" continues, 
the natives have to be inside their dwell- 
ings before nine p.in., which, consider- 
ing the distance to be covered in widely- 
laid-ont colonial cities, greatly limits the 
possibilities of evening meetings. Where 
they are herded' in "locutions" or "com 
pounds," anyone living there with them 
sets a much better opportunity. 
Among the Kraals. 

With regard to those still living in 
their kraals, there is nlmost unbounded 
opportunity for any European who is 
willing to go amongst them. For any 
plan that requires the alteration of the 
people's entire mode of life, I cannot see 
much hope, for the reasons already ex- 
plained, that the kraals will all be gone 
before there couid be the time needed 
for nny such work. But the simple Sal- 
vation Army " system of carrying the 
Gospel to the people where they are is 
the immediate solution of every dim- 
culty, so far as it can be solved. There 
are the people carrying on a perfectly 
peaceful life, with polygamy, witchcraft, 
and superntition, to make it less enjoy- 
able ; bnt with every Indication of joy- 
onsness, in spite of all the cattle dis- 
eases, droughts, and locust and other 
plagues that have come amongst tliem. 

So long as they remain where they 
are, the best of opportunities, no doubt, 
present themselves to reach and 
win them for Christ. Bnt that 
opportunity is rapidly passing a- 
way, and will be gone if 
wc do not with eagerness avail our- 
selves of it at once. ITor woeoaa I will 
not. discuss, all missionary societies 
have come to the conclusion that It Is 
bent to confine the preaching of Christ, 
as the home churches mostly do, to 
consecrated huildings, to which the peo- 
ple must often walk many miles If they 
wish to attend a service of any kind. 
It is, therefore, Hnfe lo-sa? that almost 
every kraal in South Africa presents 
an opportunity to go and preach the 
Gospel to people who have never once 
heard It preached, even if they have lived 
all their lives within sight of some mis- 
sionary settlement. 



The dress dilliculty, which is bad 
enough among our while ra«=, it na- 
turally a far greater bar to auy alli- 
ance upon worship in Africa, for al- 
though tbe almost-naked native may 
dare to attend any meeting-place to 
which he is admitted, he cannot feel at 
all comfortable there, end he must be 
far more occupied with the thought of 
having to adopt all tbe habits of a 
strauge people tbau with anything that 
cau be told him «f God and his soul. 
It is, therefore, iu the open-air ur in 
their own kraal., if at all, that South 
Africans must be reached by tbe Gospel. 

When I reflect that He Solvation 
Army has only sot thirty-sis officers 
at wk as yet in all South Africa to 
go to all the three millions in all the 
thousands of kraals scattered ore* the 
immense Territory, I feel that no words 
could tell of the hugeuess of tbe oppor 
lunities that are so far being lust. 

Will every other human organization 
join in the rush that is coming, to saatch 
the vast spoils of South Afriea, and the 
people of God alone remain unmovea, 
or will there be such an advance made 
a- will, even under the present circum- 
stances, ensure the best be.ng done that 
is possible for all these races of needy 
souls ? Oh ! that those, at least, who 
read this appeal may he resclved that 
whatever ha* been done hitherto stall 
at least be doubled in the near future.

2. Take the word maintenance, uud 
that will, I think, suggest some further 
Idea of the vast araouut of labor— neces- 
sary and profitable labor, too— that these 
years have called forth— labor ae much 
Inspired and directed, and as necessary 
to the establishment and prosperity of 
the Kingdom of Heaven on the Earth, 
ns the more spiritual exercises of preach- 
ing nnd praying. 

To raise np, in the first Instance, the 
men and women necessary to direct the 
Organization and lead the War, to take 
the drunkard from his cups, the me- 
chanic from bis beach, the laborer from 
his plough, the servant from her duties, 
and then to educate and train, commis- 
sion and appoint them to their respective 
Commands, keeping nil moving la due 
order aud usefulness in their respective 
positions, will be seen to hnve been no 
trifling performance. And when to this 
is added the provision of the buildings 
required for the services, and all the 
other auxiliary forces necessary for such 
extensive operations, the undertaking 
will, at a glance, be seen to hnve been 
a herculeon task. 

But, in addition to this port of the 
work, there has been the Important bus- 
iness of providing the necessary funds 
for the whole enterprise, no small portion 
of which has beeu the creatiou in the 
hearts of the people benefited a sense 
of ohligstlou to themselves provide a 
large portion of the money required lor 
the support of the methods employed for 
their benefit, and to iuduce them gladly 
to rise to meet the responsibility.

There is the. preaching of Christ to 
tire OhrlutlcBi: Cfu-.vds hi the Open- Air, 
In Theatres and In Music Halls, as well 
as in tbe Six Thousand Buildings regul- 
arly used for our services. 

There are the MlHslonH to the most 
hopeless and wretched in the Stums, to 
the frequenters of Public-Houses, the 
Gambling-Dens, the Brothels and other 
haunts of Vice. 

There are the Missions to tlw Zulus, 
the Kaffirs, nnd other Native Tribes of 
South Africa, the Hindoo low castes of 
India, the Buddhists of Japan and Cey- 
lon, the Mohammedans of Java, the 
Maoris of New Zealand, the Chinese of 
San Francisco and other similar Native 
Races. 

Then there is the Naval and Military 
League for the Soldiers and Sailors of 
different Natlonw, which, although only 
an infant, has Its representatives in 
some 170 Battalions and Butteries, and 
160 Ships of War. 

There are the multitudinous opera- 
tions of the Social Sehcme, with Its 
Shelters, nnd Ecuetie Homes, Prlsou- 
Gote Brigades, and Labor Bureaux, 
Farm Colonies, Children's Homes, niiil 
other agencies of Compassion, including 
the Investigation Bureaus by which lost 
Husbands, Wives, Sons, and Daughters 
atte sought and found In all parts of the 
world, and restored to friends and 
homos. 

There are any number Of other De- 
partments and Enterprises of Mercy. At- 
tacks, Strategic and Frontal, they might 
bo eallod, on the Citadels of Hell. In 
fact, 'almost every day some new de- 
parture la made In thla War of Affec- 
tion, or some fresh ground Is broken 
for this Heavenly Cultivation, or some 



new Territory is discovered on which 
further conquests may be won for the 
Captain of our Salvation.

These Classes do not make 
up our Constituency, or only to a very 
limited extent, consequently we are 
under little temptation to seek their 
rnete«. No, I huild my hopes for a

"Oh, grandpa, 1 as: S3 glsii yea bav« 
come at last. I found this little lamb 
this morning while picking wild black- 
berries for dinner.

Utile Dorothy Wiliams' grandpa, bet- 
ter known as Old Bristles, a name that 
tven jlmiigi'is could not refrain from 
using after once having seen the individ- 
ual who had gained for himself this 
title, was a fair sample of the eariy 
pioneer settlers of Oregon. It was back 
in the forties that Uan Williams, toge- 
ther with some fifty others, mostly 
young men like himself, of daring dis- 
position and unflinchiug courage, left 
their homes in one of the Eastern States 
to take their chances in the far-off 
country of California, which was said 
to contain gold in unlimited quantities. 
Much was said and done to discourage 
such an undertaking. But the fever 
had risen to such a degree that no 
amount of reasoning, nor shedding of 
hitter tears, seemed to have at- effect 
upon their determined minds. When 
the duy agreed upon to stsrt finally 
came, and last farewells were to be 
ssid, it was truly a sad scene. After 
performing the necessary preparations, 
such as rolling np the .tents, bedding, 
cooking ntensils, and food, etc, and 
fastening them sifcly ujxre their wag- 
gons, and after having hitched their 
oxen to same, ready to start, they all 
leathered to sing a farewell song, after 
which a venerahle old patriarch volun- 
teered to ask God's blessing upon the 
company about to start. As he began 
to pray lond sobs eonld be heard 
throughout that large assembly ; and 
o>: the pleading voice nf thnt white- 
haired saint increased in fervor, implor- 
ing God to guide and protect them from 
the ronuy dangers of snch a journey, the 
people gave vent to their feelings to 
snch an extent that nothing could be 
heard but weeping and exclamations 
of sorrow from the hearts that could 
bold in no longer. 

Oh, that the promises made to mothers 
by those young men bafl nil been kept. 
We will follow them now pressing for- 
ward. TLty :;avr on the western 
horizon after snnset what appeared like 
great mountains of gold, though it was 
only the clonds, which, bnt for the beau- 
tiful rays of the setting sun. would 
have looked black and threatening. 
This had the effect of drawing their 
imaginations to the vast possibilities of 
the land to which they were going to 
«uch a degree that ordinary ohjects were, 
taken no notice of whatever. Their 
journey at first seemed too pleasnnt, bnt 
we will not undertake to describe the 
suffering and hardship of that trip. 
During many long, weary months of 
travel, they were first suffering from 
the heat of the vertical rays of the nun 
during July and August, and later from 
the severe cold and absence of necessary 
clothing. More than half of their oxen 
had either died or been stolen hy the 
Indians. Nearly all articles; of weight 
bad been left along the rood, and they 
li;»l only enough waggons left to carry 
such things as eould not be dispensed 
with, and the poor unfortunates who 
were too siek to walk. Some of the 
party had been killed by the Indians, 
while some died from exposure, thns 
sadly lessening their number. The most 
direct trail to California during the cold 
weather being very dangerous on aeconnt 
of hostile Indians migrating south, (hey 
chose a mare northerly course, which 
landed them In the early spring In the 
beautiful Wlllnmett Valley of Oregon. 
Mr. Williams and a few of the company 
desired to remain here, and soon had 
comfortable lodgings erected. Tn a few 
years they were numbered with the 



most prosperous land-owners in Oregon. 
Whes the country was rspldly being 
settled, Mr. Williams took advantage 
of selling valley property at a good 
price and buying a much greater qnan- 
tity of land further back in the moun- 
tains. Soon again he had a comfortable 
home and fonnd a new occupation. With 
that spirit of fearlessness which of ne- 
cessity must characterize the pioneer, 
he very readily exchanged agricultural 
pursuits for that of hunter of large 
game, such as the various species of 
bear, cougars, eta, letting his real estate 
lake care of itseir. Aii for a rime 
seemed - bright, until his only 
child, a beautiful daughter, became in- 
fatuated with a westerner of doubtful 
character, whom she married, much 
against her parents* wishes, and went to 
live with him in a different part of the 
State. Soon after tins Mrs. 

Williams died, which made Wil- 
liams very lonesome. He finally 
began to drink very hard, and 
was soon, going down mnch faster 
than he went np, until piece by piece 
bis land had been suld tu supply money 
to satisfy that fierce craving for drink. 

Some years back Old Bristles was 
surprised by the sight of a sickly-look- 
ing woman leading hy her side up the 
steep path a rugged little girl, who 
proved to be bis own poor girl and 
grandchild. It seemed for some time 
that Old Bristles was going to live a 
sober life, bnt when, shortly after, his 
daughter died, his grief was boundless. 
He seemed to think his only resource 
was to find relief in the cop. Thus wc 
fiud him, with all self-respect apparently 
gone. Even his little charge, Dot, whom 
he dearly loved, was powerless to keep 
him straight. In this uncouth appear- 
ance, as often without a hat as with 
one, bis hair and beard standing straight 
out, and as a consequence his title. Old 
ttri*tle-<, h? lived no's- in a small lug hut 
without a floor, every available article 
gone -to satisfy- that fierce thirst for 
liquor, and as another Christmas was 
just approaching, his. condition seemed to 
all a must deplorable one, as he could 
not so mnch as even buy .a drink 
to brace himself up for that special oc- 
casion. 

All at once, to his great joy, the 



thought of Dot's lamb, which wua feiisl- 
iug near hy struck inns. Uonld it not 
hi butchered and =^-i lor a wupie or 
uu !!ars ■: This kuil, iwf» **f «"»- 
I-aniuu and playmate, hud a very warm 
place in Dofs little affectionate heart,

had no une now to whom she could read 
her l!tt!e Testament, a=d tell the *t' JI i' 
otJesus giving Himself lu die thai we 
might live. Whether through grief, or 
to fulfil the roissiou that she seemed 
dt=tiu*d to fullil we will not say, but 
the seemed to become very quiet aud 
thuuEhtfnl, and was of leu, found uu her 
knees telling oat to souk invisible 
Friend the desire of her little heart.

Describe your victories nnd tempta- 
tions. Even the devil cannot always 
be inventing new ways to sin, nnd the 
chnnces arc that if you do not up and 
tell just how he tried you, he will hait 
the same trap for your brother or sister 
next week. "Forewarned is forearmed." 
Satan tries to checkmate yon ; do your 
best to steal a march on him. Besides, 
it is wcaryisg when half-a-dozen sol- 
diers get up and talk vaguely of suc- 
cesses they have had, and defeats that 
have clouded their souls. 

Go into particulars when you can. If 
vou see a " scarehead " on a placard, 
" Astonishing Vietory !" or " Horrible 
Defeat !" iron don't rest at kuowlug 
that. Yo„u will have the details— how 
the fight was won, what the commander 
an id, the deeds of bravery of the rank 
snd Sit, the pursuit of the foe, or lht> 
mode in which the enemy advnneed, the 
sudden rush, the tumult, the number of 
wounded, missing, and dead. You must 
know all about it.

Why Pw Attention. 

He should heaz ier his owa beaeflt 
For the encouragement of the speaker, : 
he should do unto others as he would 
be done by. If he were speaking he- 
would not like -people to be looking a- 
bout, or yawning, or half-asleep, or tatt- 
ing to somebody next them. He wookl 
like them to liBten to him, It is all bat 
impossible for anyone to talk unless 
they feel they are interesting those who 
arc before thcra. Others may be- able io 
talk about religion withont people listen- 
ing to what they say; bnt, in speaking, 
it Salvationist very often depends upon 
the eyes of those to whom be is speak, 
ing, nnd upon feeling in his soul that 
what he 1b saying Is going into their 
hearts and likely to do them good. 

Helping and Hindering the Speaker. 
If a soldier wants to discourage a 
speaker, he cannot do I* better than by 
making it plain to him thnt he [a n«t 
listening to what he Bays. To listen 
carefully to a speaker, is a good example 
to those who are unconverted and care- 
less. If they sec the soldiers steadily 
drinking in every word that Is ntterei, 
they will be likely to think that what la 
being said Is important, and feel bomrf 
to listen themselves.

How to Listen.

In order 
to do UiIb, it Is important that every 
Salvation Soldier should pay earefnl at- 
tention to what la being said. 



Why?

Hark of HsrlL

his Mnster ; if he deals faithfully will 
the souls of the people around him ; if, 
in season and out of season, be canle j*" 
ly wnrns sinners of their danger, ana 
invites ihem coutinnally to come to 
Christ and live, he will he hnted, reviled.

short, the world will say of him as rc

CHAPTER XI. 
ROBE REBUILT. 

The Romans who had escaped col- 
ic eted at Ardoa, where they asked 
Cnmillus to form them into an army 
nnd take the command of it. This he 
refuBed to do without the consent of 
the remnant of the Senate, which was 
shut up in the Capital. A brave soldier 
volunteered to climb up by way of a 
precipice, which was not watched by 
the Gauls, since they considered it im- 
possible to he sealed. The Senate met 
quickly and recalled the sentence of 
banishment against Oamillus, appointing 
him at the snme time Dictator. The 
messenger returned safely, bnt the torn 
ivy and broken twigs told the Gauls 
tkat somehody had climbed the rock. 
Brcnnus ordered his most sure-footed 
mountaineers to make the ascent at 
night. Two of these Gauls had nhout 
reached the top when the snered geese, 
dedicated to Juno, hegnn to ipinck and 
aroused Mnnlius, who strnck off the 
hand of one soldier, and smote the other 
on the hond, sending the fnlling bodies 
down upon others of the climbing Gauls. 

Foiled iu this attempt, and loslug mnny 
of his mi-i; by fever, Brcnnus offered 
to leave Rome if the gnrrison would pay 
him a thousand weight in gold. The 
Garrison, nearly nut of provisions, a- 
Ri'ocd to it. The gold wan brought to 
the plnee appointed, but the weights of 
the Gauls proved to he less thnn the 
<iuantity of sold brought by the Romans. 
Brennus wanted to have all. and placed 
his sword in the scales, saying, "Woe to 
the countered." Bnt nt that moment 
Camillus nrrived, nnd the Gnnls were 
cut down among the ruins, while the 
ransom of gold wns Inid up for Cnmillus 
in the vnnlts ns n reserve for future 
dangers. 

Camillus soon set to work to build 
the city again, about 300 B. 0., more 
beautiful, hut without the excellent un- 
derground drainage put in by the ancient 
Tuscans. 

While Rome was rising from her 
ruins, ber old enemies attacked her 
again. Camillus had succeeded in add- 
ing the people of Veii, Capenn, nnd 
Falcril, to the number of their citizens, 
making four tribes, and strengthening 
their army. 

Nevertheless, this measure nlao 
strengthened the number of Plebeians, 
who revived the oW qunrrels. Those 
wbo hnd saved their treasures loaned 
money to those who bad lost them, to 
build houses, buy stock, and work their 
farms. When re-payment wns not mndc 
promptly the debtors were seized to be 
sold as slaves. Cnmillus himself wns a 
hard creditor. 

Maulins, who hnd snved the Capital 
from the Gauls, woe full of compassion. 
He raised money enough to redeem 400 
of these unfortunate men. The Pnt- 
ricinns hecame jealous of him, and 
spread tbe gossip thnt he wanted to 
make himself King. This turned all tbe 
people against him, and he wns east 
from the Tarpeion rock, and his house 
overthrown. 

The Plebeians continued their fight 
for their rights. They determined to 
sny, "Veto" to nil measures proposed 
In the Senate until their demands should 
he granted. These were their three de- 
mands : Firstly, thnt Interest on n debt 
shnuld not no demanded ; secondly, 
thnt no citizen should possess more than 
320 acres of public land, or feed more 
thnn n certain number of cattle on the 
public pastures ; and thirdly, that one 
of the two Consuls sbonld nlways be a 
Plebeian. 

Ho for eight years they went on with 
(heir Vetoes. Then the GnulB were n- 
gniu njiprnnehlng Borne. Oamillus, nt 
the age nf 80, wns, for the fifth time, 
. chosen Dictator. He gained a great 
victory nnd the Senate hegged him tn 
continue In office to set their trouble 
right, He saw It was time to yield to 
the claims of the Plebeians, so nt last 
In 307 B. G. one of the OonsulR elected 
was a Plchclnn. From that time for- 
ward the Plebeians were on equal foot- 
ing with the PntriclanR In legislation ; 
only I lie priesthood was reserved for 
Pntrlelnnn only,

WHAT an interesting subject Temptation is. Side by side with 
the kir.gdom of Righteousness and Light there seems to be 
ever a kingdom of darkness and evil.

But Jesus 
was Victor over both. 

Befoie I proceed to consider the second part of the Battle, I want 
you to think about this fact for a moment 

It was a Real Temptation, 

It was not a mere passing before His mind of words or forms or 
visions. It was a real, hard, cruel conflict, in which He— the man— 
with the body and mind and soul of a man, had to struggle and wrestle, 
to resist, to fight, just as we, His followers, must, if we are to overcome. 
It was because He was human, with human feelings and desires and 
weaknesses, that He could be tempted at all ; and it was because He 
was human that victory could only be had by fighting for it. The ser- 
vant is not above his lord — you and I will have to fight or we shall fall, 
And the Temptation of Jesus was Searching. 

The Devil left no stone unturned. He tried first His bodily appe- 
tites, and then His heart— the affections and trust and ambitions of the 
Soul — and when he failed with these then he appealed to the Spirit, the 
highest part of man, that by which we commune with God, and deter- 
mine our own lives. It will be just the same with us. If one tempta- 
tion fails the Enemy will try another. Do not be surprised at anything I 
He will stick at nothing. But when we are; tried, then we shall come 
forth as gold. 

And this Temptation Game by the Devil, 

He did not tempt Himself. What made the agony and the conflict was 
the Devil's insinuation and suggestion, the horrible solicitation to do 
wicng. He treats the Devil as the Tempter. He calls him Satan, and 
He commands him to get behind Him. It is one of the strong advan- 
tages Jesus had in the conflict, that He recognized His Enemy. It will 
be a great strength to you, my dear comrades, to attribute to the Devil 
at once the temptations which assail you as Salvationists. Say to yourself, 
when first the evil thought comes into your mind, " That is of the Devil." 
i Do not on any account listen to the twaddle which would make it appear 



that evil is only an influence around you — it is an influence, perhaps, but 
it proceeds from that old Serpent When you are listening to it you 
are listening to him, when you yield to it you are yielding to the Great 
Destroyer himself. 

And do not be deceived into supposing that suggestions such as 
these which came to Jesus, suggestions of self-pleasing and self-seeking, 
can come from any other source than the Devil. In your case they may 
perhaps come by some human agency— a kind man, or a wise man, or a 
very good man, but, all the same, they are from the Devil. It is quite 
true that now he sometimes appears to us as an Angel of light ; and, 
though we may not know him by his wings, and may not discern his 
hoof, we shall assuredly discover that it is none other than the Great 
Betrayer himself, when he begins to invite us, in the language of soft and 
tender care, to come down from the Way of Calvary and the burden of 
the Cross to the miserable business of taking care of our dear and valu- 
able selves ! 

And now let us come a little closer still, and watch the second 
assault of the battle : — 

" Then the Devil . . . setteth Him on a pinnacle of the Temple, 
and said unto Him, If Thou be the Son of God, cast Thyself down, for 
it is written, He shall give His angels charge concerning Thee, and in 
their hands they shall bear Thee up, lest at any time Thou dash Thy 
foot against a stone. Jesus said, It is written again, Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God." 

'•Oast Thyself Down." 

What is this but an invitation to leave the path of obedience, of 
devotion to duty, and of faithfulness to consecration, and to rely upon 
God to work such a miracle as will prevent the evil consequences of do- 
ing so ? Satan's boldness is even greater here than in the appeal to our 
Lord's bodily necessity. Here He invites Him to abandon the great 
consecration He had made, and to go on a sort of speculation and see if 
the Father would not still sustain Him as His Son. 

The spirit of this temptation is so similar to that which possesses 
many of the temptations which assail our officers that it scarcely needs 
another word of mine to make it plain. 

"Cast thyself down," Satan says to the Officer in all sorts of trials 
— give tip the conflict, resign, return your commission— you will sliil be 
a child of God — even if you leave the Army you need not leave Hinw 
His promise will be sure— " cast thyself down." There are moments for 
us all when long times of loneliness, when deep disappointment and de- 
pression, when wearing anxiety and distress, when what looks like the 
failure and desertion of others, when sickness or darkness, one or other 
of them, or perhaps all of them put together, have weakened our old 
resolution anr 1 interrupted our communion and our prayers, and it is 
then that the Devil comes near to us as he came to our dear Lord and 
Master, and says, " You can't go on like this — your vows never included 
all this — cast thyself down." 

What was His answer ? " It is written, Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God," or as it might have been written, " Thou shalt not pro- 
voke the Lord thy God." The defence gives us a further insight to 
the attack. 

Nothing so Quickly Provokes the Lord as the Breaking of 
Vows and Forgetting of Covenants. 

I think that Salvationists are sometimes disposed to treat their solemn 
promises made to God and, to the Anny too lightly — and, alas ! alas! 
I have only too often seen the terrible consequences of provoking Him 
when they have been broken. Depend upon it, it is better not to vow 
at all than to vow and not to pay. You cannot promise God your heart, 
your strength, your gifts, your life, your all, and then go back upon it 
for any reason whatever without angering Him. You cannot climb up 
on to the Highway of Duty and Devotion, and then cast yourself down 
under the spell of some sorrow or suffering or disappointment without 
running the risk of bringing down upon you and yours the awful judg- 
ments of the God you have thus provoked. 

Do not misunderstand me. All sin is tempting to God, especially 
the sin of Presumption— the going up to the edge of the precipice of 
evil, and looking over, or venturing to touch the unclean thing, or to 
dabble with the danger in some sort of vague trust or foolish hope that 
God will somehow prevent you ^oing further, a T make what is sin 
into no sin. But it seems to me that in a Salvation Soldier it is 
worse even than all this would be, to yield to the Tempter's word, and 
go back on ourselves, on out vows in the Articles of War, and our deep 
and holy resolutions. It would indeed be a casting down — a spiritual 
suicide — an awful tempting of the Lord our God. 

Jesus Christ gives us all a valuable lesson in the use of the Bible 
in His reply to Satan. " It is written," the Devil said, " He shall give 
His angels charge concerning Thee " ; and Jesus replied, " It is written 
again, thou shalt not tempt" He sliows us by one simple stroke that 
the Bible is to be used to interpret itself; that truth is a whole, and that 
the taking of individual passages apart from the great principles of the 
whole may be destructive of the truth altogether. 

I entreat you, my beloved comrades, study and use your Bibles 
more and more.

Ko.islnnd is barely five years old, and 
yet the way the hills and mountains 
lime heen leveled down and made into 
streets would surprise you. No one 
would think the place so young to look 
at the nice husiness blocks und resid- 
ences, and yet they are only now start- 
ing to put np their fine buildings. The 
Bnnk of Montreal is an imposing struc- 
ture of stone nnd brick, on one of the 
prominent comers, which would impress 
one that there must be something of a 
permanent character in the hills around. 
Then there is a ucw Court House and 
Jail in course of erection, also of hrick 
and stone. There are two very tall 
buildings which stand out prominent. 
One notices them as they enter the 
city by the C. P. R. One of these is 
the S. A. bnnaoks ; it is n fine huilding, 
and is our own. The bull holds COO, is 
lofty, well-ventilnted, ' has a fine plat- 
form, and is well finished inside. Ahove 
the hall is a set of rooms, nicely Snish- 
cd. These are rented for housekeeping, 
the rent paying, the sinking debt. Below 
tbe nnll is the J.S. hall, band room, and 
oBlcors' quarters. The quarters is ar- 
ranged very nicely, with bnth-room, 
clothes closets, pnutry, etc., and furnish- 
ed very comfortably. Below this again 
ore some more rooms soon to he fitted 
up and rented. The hulldimr heins 
placed on the side of a hill gives them 
four storeys at one end and two at the 
other. It is lighted throughout with 
incandeseent cleetric lights. 

The Corps. 

The corps is in good condition • the 
soldiers being a Rood, solid, god!,v lot, 
some of them coming from all parts of 
the globe. They nave a band just com- 
missioned of about twelve members. 

The Sergt.-Hajor (Bro. Cameron) was 
once a Captain in our ranks in Ontario, 
but through ill-health hud to resign ; he 
is a whole-souled, energetic Scotchman, 
nnd mokes a beautiful leader for the 
corps. He lovos tht- S. A. and its lend- 
ers. 

Bro. Bauer, the Treasurer, says that 
everybody has their fads, and his is to 
wcur one S on his everyday clothes ; 
yet he wears this to the honor and glory 
of God amongst the husiness men of the 
town, his business being Brokerage. He 
was saved in Australia some seven nnd 
a-half years ago, and was Secretary of 
tbe Vuucouvor, B. O., corps for two 
years. 

The corps is officered by Copt- Good- 
ing and Lieut. Long. _ The former Is not 
very tall in stature, nevertheless it is 
made up in energetic leadership. The 
latter iB a big-hearted American, and 
enjoys the Cnnadinn fight. They work 
hard for souls, and their efforts have 
not been unfruitful ; amongst the late 
eonverts is a whole family — father, mo- 
ther, girl, aud boy. They, being music-, 
nl, are a great help to the corns. The 
father plays the B flat hass in tbe band, 
also a banjo aud concertina, the daugh- 
ter a guitar, nnd the boy is learning the 
cornet 

The Mines, 

Uossland has suffered a reverse lately, 
owing to. there being n strike in the 
mines ; but things arc practically settled 
in that iine now, so that work has re- 
sumed and things are picking np. One 
of the best mines has only lately struck 
an Immensely rich vein, and intends 
putting In 50 new Jink's Machine Drills, 
which will give work to 300 more meu. 
Then another mine that has been prac- 



tically doing nothing of late, has been 
purchased by a large syndicate, who, 
no doubt, will make it a thriving con- 
cern. There is at present a monthly 
pay roll amounting to $1,200, and this 
is shortly to be doubled. A» prosperity 
increases, may the workers for God iu- 
crense, until many miners, who spend 



their hard-earned money in the saloons 
and dance halls, be led to our Canst, 
nnd become Blood-nnd-Fire soldiers of 
the Salvation Army. These "Kootenay 
corps testify to the possibility of rnisiog

The Soldiers' Tent- Home 
Under Fire. 

By ADJT. MARY MURRAY. 

Two days after my visit to Elnnds- 
laagte, the camp was shelled. Herewith 
is an nccount of what actually took 
place, from Capt. Asbman, our Salvation 
Army officer attached to the Second Bri- 
gade : 

"We have had rather an cxeltlnjr time, 
the Boers hnving bnd the aiidncity to 
shell our camp ! 

"On the morning of the 10th. the 
Scrgeant-Major had just poured me out 
a cup of cocoa, when a shell eame not 
a foot from our tent, nnd burst nmong 
the Indian mules, fortunately doing no 
damage. Then one went right hy our 
Tent-home, and word reached me : 

'Tour Tent has Gone!' 
I am thankful to say they were mis- 
tnken, the shell having only covered 
the tent with dirt. 

"Nest, the order came to inll-in, hut 
hefore it could he carried out a shell went 
right through a tent, four from us, and 
took a large piece out of a man's leg, 
the leg having immediately to be am- 
putated. The West Yorks lost one man 
nnd the Novo] Brigade two ; the latter 
was a most awful sight, a shell eoing 
right through one roan and then wound- 
ing the other so severely that he died 
while being taken to the hospital. 

"We then lowered tic teats and let 
them lay on the ground, hut nut before I 
bnd packed the lamp and folded the 
ehairs and tallies. The men were taken 
for cover behind n hill. I stayed and 
packed as much as possible, as I felt 
8ii re we would move nt night. Got 
everything on the van. I have n shell 
that fell not two feet from my tent." 

This same tent, I am glad to say, we 
have been enabled to lend the senior 
chaplain from time to time to hold com- 
munion service in. While writing the 
ahove, Capt. Ashman added : 

"The teut is full. Without nny exag- 
geration, 



Hundreds of Letters are Written 
per week, nn nvcrnge of over a hundred 
per day. 

"Wc arc still working up Hurt down 
the line, besides driving out to the var- 
ious camps. I spent a very onjoynhte 
nficriiuaii Hie other day visiting tin- 
Leicester camp, at the foot of Lombard s 
Kop. Christians pnthcred round, one 
dear comrade providing cocoa and bis- 
cuits, and giving ten shillings towards 
the work, as his tenth to the Lord. 
Several others, in spite of my protests, 
insisted on helping.
